We 
begin to emit less of the latter in April, 
i's amount diminishes considerably in 
July, August and September, and ats 
tains its minimum about the autumnal 
equinox. 
It then goes on increasing 


from October, and wa begin to lose the 
substance gained duiing the summer. 
From Daoember to March we remain 
nearly stationary. 
To conclude, as we 


consume less in summer than in winter, 
all other circumstances remaining the 
aarne, we are heavier in hot weather 
than we are in winter.—Boston Tran- 
script.

A correspondent of the Boston Ji>ur- 


nal relates an incident of the North 
Carolina election which illustrates in a 
striking manner the malignant spirit ol 
the southern democracy. It appears 
that in 1872 one 11. A. 
Shotwell was 


convicted in the United States circuit 
court, sitting at Raleigh, 
Hon. H. L. 


Bond presidicg, of being the leader of 
a band of Kukluz, who seized the Hon. 
J. M. Justice, 
then a member of the 


legislature from Rutherford county, in 
his own bouse in the night time, took 
him out, tied him to a tree, and lashed 
his naked body with 
terrific cruelty. 


Shotwell was a man of some promi- 
nence, and at the time editor of a dem- 
cratio paper in the same town where 
Justice resided. 
He was sentenced to 


»ii years in tha Albany penitentiary, 


and, 
after serving about two ye»rs of 


his time, was pardoned by the presi- 
dent, on tbe prayer of Justice, the man 
he had outraged. 
He is the only man 


of any promineneo who has ever been 
puoiihed for any of tbe Kukluz atroo* 
ities in thtt atate. 
Immediately after 


hit release he settled at Charlotte, the 
home of Vance, the recently elected 
democratic governor, and 
at once be- 


came the pet of his party in that coun- 
ty, and wai this year nominated for tbe 
legislature. Justice, who is a native 
of the state, a white man, and a lawyer 
of some) repute, has represented bis 
county in the legislature several times, 
both before and since reconstruction, 
and in two constitutional conventions. 
lie, too, was nominated in his county 
for the seat he had occupied 10 many 
times. Nothing was ever said against 
him except that he was a republican. 
Mow, note the contrast. 
In this cen- 


tennial year the democratic advocates 
of conciliation and fraternity elected 
Shotwell, the unrepentant Kuklux, by 
a vote twelve hundred greater than 
they had ever «ast before in that coun-> 
ty, and defeated Justice, hii mutilated 
aad forgiving victim, by a vote four 
hundred greater than they had ever 
polled in bis county. 
This was not the 


nault of accessions from the republican 
party, since it polled more than its tu- 


na! vote in both. It was simply the 
result «f democratic enthusiasm in sap- 
parting a man for office who had given 
proof sf his hatred of republican prins 
ciplts and his defiance of law. Shot- 
well's conviction of an infamous crime 
and his juit sentence to the penitenti- 
ary by a United States court, made him 
a hero to the democracy, and won him 
a vote which no other merit or services, 
however great, could have secured. 


(1) baa no authority to order the re- 
turning board to proceed ia violation of 
the law, and (2) that it cannot commit 
the members of the board for con- 
tempt, because this order was not issued 
until after the members had ceased So 
have an official existence. 


To an intelligent understanding of 


the situation, it should be known that 
Moses, the Chief Justice of the Sus 
preme Court, is the father of tbe Mosea 
who was elected governor of the State, 
in 1872, and whom Chamberlain antag- 
onized. 
The Mosea administration was 


admittedly corrupt, and it was mainly 
through Chamberlain's efforts that the

rascality of this modern tribe of Moses 
te furtheir their purpose of getting 
control of the State. 


The present plan of Moses and his 


associate "Willard, of the supreme court, 
acting on behalf of the Democrats, who 
have denounced them for years as 
scoundrels, is to recsnvene the return- 
ing board, which ia dead in the eyes of 
the law, and compel it tp go back, ag- 
gregute the votes as they were returned, 
declare the Democratic Ticket elected, 
and give the Democrats the legislature. 
This is drawing on the credulity of 
mankind even more than the ancestors 
of the modern Moses ever attempted. 
We are toll that Joshua commanded 
the sun to stand still while he whipped 
the enemy, but he did not attempt the 
difficult astronomical feat of reversing 
the natural revolution so as to goin a 
day or two. So the God of Battles is 
said to have been, on the side of the 
Jews as long as the arms of the origi- 
nal Moses could be held up in supplica- 
tion.

hand back on the face ef the clock ; he 
wants to touch the dead corpse of the 
returning board, bring it to life, pre-> 
scribe a retioaotive policy in violas 
tion of law, and proceed as if he had 
oommandod the reversal of that order 
of things by which we regulate time.— 
This, it will be admitted, is a tolerably 
difficult undertaking; but we are satis- 
fied it can be accomplished in South 
Carolina and by the modern Moses, if 
it is possible anywhere. Indeed, the 
announcement this morning that the 
supreme court baa fined each member 
of the board $1,500 and committed all 
the members to jail until released by 
order of the court, indicates that the 
modern Moses is determined to exceed 
the powers of his ancestors.

SPRINGFIELD, III., November 27— 


This morning, the governor and other 
State officers met to begin canvassing 
the returns of the recent election. Mr. 
R. B. McPherson appeared 
before the 


board, on behalf of Mr. Bundy, in the 
Bundy-Jones Senatorial contested case 
in the Thirty-aecond district. He held 
that when the county board of can- 
vassers adjourned sine die, their f'une* 
tions ceased, and they could not be 
called together again. Their action was 
final, and it is the duty of the State 
canvassing board to count the original 
return and none other, and that the 
senate is the only tribunal to act upon 
the subject. He cited numerous au- 
thorities in support of his position.
